If he can prove this to 
the selectmen’s satisfaction, he will 
be allowed, under the Veteran's 
Retirement ‘Act, to collect his ap- 

imately $26,000 yearly pension 

mm the town and not from the 
MRCB. This would allow him to with- 
draw in one lump sum all the monies 
he has contributed to the MCRB fund 


over the years, reportedly somewhere 
in the neig! of $50,000 
However, it would also obligate the 


town to appropriate annually a sum 
equal to Lynch's yearly pension. 
“The town is not prepared to pay 
this money,” said board of selectmen 
Chairman Rocco DePasquale. “It 


Five other individuals have opted 
for town-funded pensions over the 
past dozen years. In all these cases, 
town payroll records clearly in- 
dicated that they were employed 
prior to 1939. Lynch, however, claims 
that his pre-1939 employment was 
between October 1936 and June 1937 
on a sidewalk construction project 
undertaken in Wilmington by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works (MDPW).

records relating to that project. 

What has been found, however, are 
town clerk notations, that Lynch was 
appointed and sworn in as a ballot 
counter for a November 1936, state 
election and again for a March, 1937 
town election. The selectmen decided 
Monday night to seek the opinion of 
Town Counsel Alan ‘Altman as to 
whether or not this constitutes 
eligibility under the Veteran's 
Retirement Act.

a dozen North Wilmington residents 
who appealed to the selectmen about 
traffic problems in their neigh- 
borhood of Park Street Estates. 
Monday night was not the first time 
the residents have approached the 
local board hoping for a solution. 
North Wilmington resident Robert 
Doyle says it has become a dat 
amount of speeding and vy 
trucking in the residential area, 
The problem, according to Doyle, 
lies in the fact that the road, recently 
opened up to through traffic, has 
become a convenient shortcut from 
North Reading to Park Street. Using 
it, he’ said, are various types 
vehicles, from rubbish trucks to 
heavy construction equipment. The 
land on the North Reading portion of 
the road is currently being developed 
by builder Ralph Newhouse.

The question of the week in 
Wilmington has been where is the 
Land of Nod? 

Wilmington's new commemorative 
license plates for the 250th An- 
niversary, of the town’ has an outline 
map of the town, with a reference to 
the Land of Nod and. the Land of 
Goshen. The names have caused 
hundreds of people to ask the meaning 
of the names. 

People familiar with the® Bible 
recognize the names, but few people 
know how they came to be applied to 
parts of Wilmington. 

The Land of Nod was where Cain 
went, after he killed Abel. As 
described in the Bible, it was a 


mythical place. 
‘The newest definition of the Land of 
Nod is where Cain went on 


Saturday night, after the 250th An- 
niversary Ball. Selectman Cain lives 
in the part of Wilmington that was 
included in the area once known as 
the Land of Nod. 

Nod, though, in Massachusetts, was 
well described, even if the surveyors 
who located it put it in the wrong 
place. 

Charlestown came first. It was 
Settled in 1628, 

In 1642 Woburn was settled, land 
that came out of the Charlestown 
grant, In what became the Woburn 
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Where is The Land of Nod? 


grant was a part of today’s Win- 
chester, a teeny weeny bit of 
Stoneham, all of what is now Woburn, 
all of what is now Burlington, and 
about two-thirds of what is now 
Wilmington. 

There were some land owners, of 
Charlestown, wha lost property when 
Woburn was cut off from its mother 
town. Ten principal owners, one of 
whom was named Admiral Graves. 
That was about 1665. 

Admiral Graves may or may not 
have been related to the Admiral 
Graves who commanded the British 
fleet in Boston at the time of the 
Battle of Bunker Hill. Maybe that 
was a co-incidence, maybe not. 

Anyway, beyond the bounds of 
Woburn 10 lots of land were laid out, 
to give the 10 principal owners. A 
total of 3,000 acres was involved. Lot 
One, where the Harnden Tavern now 
stands, involved 300 acres. If all the 
other lots were also 300 acres is not 
exactly known. 

The boundary line, as determined 
by the surveyors, was approximately 
the line of Salem Street today. Land 
north of Salem Street was known as 
The Land of Nod. 

Being beyond the domains of 
Woburn, and hence not under the care 
of the minister of the Woburn Church, 
ithad no priestly guardian. Nor could 


Few buildings accessible 
to handicapped 


Sandra Bornstein, a multiple 
sclerosis victim, ‘appealed to 
Wilmington selectmen on behalf of 
handicapped residents Monday night. 

Bornstein, whose own handicap 
has lessened greatly in recent 
months, told the board that when she 
was ill she “‘ran into quite a few ar- 
chitectural barriers.”” 

“Your own town hall is not ac- 
cessible to handicapped persons," she 
said. “You can't get into the library 
in a wheelchair.”" 

Bornstein said that her purpose in 
appearing before the board was to 
convince the selectmen to initiate 
some action that would begin making 
Wilmington’s public buildings ac- 
cessible to handicapped persons. 

“I have talked to handicapped 
people who feel like prisoners in their 
‘own homes. They can’t even get out 
to get’a book at the library,” she said. 

‘The biggest offender, she said, was, 
the, post office which she called 
“almost virtually unnavigable by 
wheelchair.” 

In addition, she said, she had found 


that it was often very difficult for 
handicapped parents to be able to 
meet with their children's teachers 
because of the necessity to climb 
stairs.

Goshen, in Wilmington, was the 
central part of town, before there was 
a town, It ranged, as a general area, 
from say the Reading Cooperative 
Bank, in North Wilmington to past 
most of Aldrich Road. Southerly it 
included Burlington Avenue, but not 
Chestnut Street southerly of what is 
now Butters Row. , 

The name Goshen dropped out of 
the language of Wilmington residents 
fairly early. Sometime about the time 
of the Revolution, as a guess. 

Nod, however, continued on. One 
bundred years ago and even later 
land that is northerly of Lubbers 
Brook, in North Wilmington, was 
referred to as “up Nod.”

Melbank welcomes challenges of the 80's
